There are no tru«* coral Islands in the 
Atlantic. The coral Islands of the Pa­ 
cific anil Indian oceans are very dis­ 
tinct from the ho called coral islands 
of Bermuda and the West Indies. 
True coral islands, or atolls, are 
1 formed by corals building upward on 
I a submerged reef or peak uutil the 
j growth rein ti*" the surface of the sea 
or so near it that broken pieces of coral. 
! drift, sand, etc., accumulate and in 
J time build an exposed islet. 
At other 
I times the coral reef is raised ala>ve the 
water by volcanic action. 
The Pacific 
reefs are often circular or semicircular 
in form, and such reefs nre known as 
atolls. 
The largest coral reef is the Great 
I Barrier reef of Australia, which ex- 
tends for several thousand mites. 
The coral islands of the Atlantic arc 
; formed by wave broken shells and hits 
j of coral which have become solidified 1 
and fossilized by chemical action and! 
age 
'This material is known as «eo 
11; i ti limestone and after exposure to 
the air is exceedingly hard and dura­ 
ble. hut where freshly broken or cut 
It Is very soft and can lie chiseled and 
sawed into blocks for building pur­ 
poses. 
j 
Many of the West Indian coral is­ 
lands are [tartly com post si of fossil 
coral reefs which have been raised far 
above the present sea level by tile vol­ 
canic uplift of the rocks to which they 
were attached. 
Such coral reefs, says 
I the American Boy, are often found 
hundreds of feet above sea level and 
in places nre found alternating with 
j layers of lava. showing that tin* is­ 
lands have been raised and submerged 
i several times in the past. 
The atoll like reefs in Bermuda are 
not coral at all, but are formed of in 
numerable worm tubes belonging to 
1 certain annelids. 
These worm tul»es 
J nre often thickly Incrusted with other 
growths, such as corallne, seaweeds, 
bryozoa, corals, etc., and thus have the 
appearance of being composed of real 
1 coral. 
| 
Corals, when alive, are not white, but 
I are of many beautiful and vivid shades 
of green, pink, red, brown, yellow, lav­ 
ender or orange. 
A mass of living corals, when seen 
j through tho wonderfully < lear waters 
; of the tropical sea, is a very beautiful 
! and brilliantly colored sight. 
There 
are a great many kinds of coral. Some 
are 
rounded 
and massive and 
are 
known as ‘Twain corals.” 
Others are 
broad and spreading or branched, while 
I others are delicately formed and very 
brittle. 
Others are covered with rose 
shaped or star shaped markings and 
are called “rose” or “star corals.” 
The openings or indentations in any 
| coral mark the spot where a coral ani­ 
mal lived. 
The animals or “polyps” 
■ are very similar to sea anemones in 
J form and have numerous fleshy tenta- 
! des. which may be draw n in out of 
i sight when danger threatens. 
The en- 
! tire coral is covered with animal m at­ 
ter when alive, a n d 'it is only after all 
j the flesh is removed and the skeleton 
i is bleached th a t the white coral ap­ 
pears. 
All the corals mentioned a r e , 
I known as “stony corals.” 
j 
Another very large group of corals is j 
j the “horny corals,” or Gorgonias. The, 
well known “sea fans,” as well as the 
j “red coral” used for jewelry, belong to 
j this group. 
Corals are not all confined to tropical 
seas. 
There 
nre 
numerous 
species J 
found as far north as the Grand banks 
of Newfoundland and Greenland, but 
these are not the reef building species.; 
but belong to groups inhabiting the! 
deep sea. 
One species is quite com­ 
mon on the coast of New England, but I 
Bermuda marks the northern limit of I 
reef building species in the Atlantic.

The constitution of the United States 
and die constitutions of the various 
ntntes in prohibiting cruel and unusual 
punishments were not fighting an ab­ 
surdity, 
The use of torture in legal 
processes wan not, when these instru­ 
ments were framed, so remote as It is 
now. 
When Sir Thom as Dole came as high 
marshal to Virginia he crushed a con­ 
spiracy by killing the ringleaders by 
torture. 
One had a 
bodkin 
thrust 
through his tongue and was chained to 
a tree until he died. 
Others were 
broken on the wheel. 
It is quaintly 
stated th a t Sir Thomas was “a man of 
good conscience and knowledge in di­ 
vinity.” 
lkile's date was 1611. 
The next notable instance of tho use 
of torture w as in 1092, in the Salem 
witchcraft 
excitement, 
when 
Giles 
Cory was pressed to death—the "peine 
dure et forte.” the most horrible of 
deaths. 
executions were in public through 
out the east until comparatively recent 
times. 
When Quelch, the pirate, and 
six others were hanged in Boston, Bew­ 
all wrote in ins diary, “When the scaf­ 
fold was let to sink there was such a 
screech of the women that my wife 
heard it, sitting in our entry next to 
the orchard,” though the gallows was 
a mile aw ay and the wind unfavor­ 
able. 
The use of torture to wring the truth 
from witnesses is said to have been 
recognized as legal in Austria until 
well within the last century.
